“In the main, newspapers and 
radios rely for thelr news on news 
agencies, Names of these agencies 
which are well-known are Reuters, 
United Press of America. Asso- 
clated) Press of America, British 
United Press and a number of 
other small agencies, All these 
agencies are private enterprises 
served by free men and are sub- 
Jeet to censorship conditions in 
cach country where they operate 


A DISTINCTION 


“ They depend for the news they 
send out on the integrity of their 
correspondents and in distinction 
lo these free news agencies are 
the controlled news agencles of 
the Totalltarlan States. The con- 
trol of news in Totalilarian States 
is very much more than a case of 
rigid censorship. Each Totalitarian 
State has jts own news agency and 
{t is only through this agency that 
news ts distributed. In Germany 
there js the D.N.B., in Rassia It ts 
the Tass Agency, in Italy it Is 
Stefan! and in Japan it 
Domei Agency. These are the four 
big agencies, although there are a 
few more 


“The main feature of their 
work is that they are directly 
controlled by the country con- 
cerned through the Ministry of 
Information or Propaganda. 


“Now, with that picture in your 
mind of a great network ol news 
gatherers and news distributors 
operating ali over the world, some 
working freely and some working 
under control of the dictators and 
thelr governments, let us get down 
lo the news you are reading vu. 
hearing on your radio,” continued 
Mr. Montgomery. 


AN EXAMPLE 


“Let us take the newspapers, for 
example. Into a newspaper office 
comes this great stream of news 
from all parts of the world. It has 
all been sifted and verified, but no 
newspaper uses the’ whole of this 
stream. Editors have to condense 
and set them again. They also 
have ,to verlfy them again. 

“Like the news agencies, they 
get their news from many sources 
whith may not be reliable. At 
this point I hear you say ‘Why 
deal with sources which you have 
reason to suspect?’ Well, even a 
born liar may tell the truth some 
times. Even false news may some- 
times put out a story which is 
true. 


“The editor of a newspaper, 
in fairness to his readers, has 
to publish it and it is esscntial 
that they should know it.
